New Regulations Relating 
To Alien Enemies 

Attorney General Francis Biddle today announced new 
regulations affecting the conduct of German, Italian and Jap- 
anese nationals throughout continental United States. 

The new regulations, issued under authority of the Presiden- 
tial proclamation of January 14, 1942, relating to alien enemies, 
require all German, Italian and Japanese aliens to apply at the 
nearest first or second class, or county seat, post office for a 
Certificate of Identification. The requirement applies to all 
enemy nationals 14 years of age or over who have not yet taken 
the oath of allegiance before a Federal judge, the final step in 
acquiring American citizenship. 

The regulations provide for two separate periods for the 
submitting of applications for identity certificates, as follows: 

1. All German, Italian and Japanese nationals residing in 
the states of California, Oregon, Washington, Nevada, Arizona, 
Montana, Utah and Idaho are required to file applications at the 
nearest first or second class, or county seat, post office between 
February 2 and February 7, 1942, inclusive. 

2. All German, Italian and Japanese nationals residing 
elsewhere in continental United States are required to fie ap- 
plications at the nearest first or second class, or county seat, 
post office between February 9 and February 28. 1942. inclusive. 

Failure to comply with the new regulations may be punished 
by severe penalties, including possible interment of the enemy 
alien for the duration of the war. 



Slow Driving Urged To Conserve Rubber

Slower driving of motor vehicles was urged today Dy 
T. Elmer Transeau, tire rationing administrator, as a means of 
conserving rubber. 

In addition to helping save rubber, Transeau said, slower 
driving also will help reduce accidents and save lives. 

"Fast driving more than anything else uses up rubber," the 
rationing administrator said, "and since tires in the foreseeable 
future wilt be increasingly scarce, the best method of conserva- 
tion is to reduce speed. 

"Secondly, since veJueles on the highways will be driven 
with old and imperfect tires, safety clearly calls for reduction in 
the speed of vehicles. 

"Since the rationing of tires and tubes became effective 
January 5 under federal regulation states are talcing steps to 
reduce the allowable speed limits on the highways. Authorities 
in Connecticut have announced that 40 miles an hour will be the 
limit for motorists in that state. 

"The old saying 'Better be safe than sorry' may seem a bit 
hackneyed but it is truer today than ever. Under the present 
stringent federal rationing quotas tire use in Pennsylvania has 
been cut by more than 90 per cent. 

"What the future holds I am unable to say. There may be 
groups of motorists who feel they are in the categories desig- 
nated by the government to receive certificates to purchase new 
tires and tubes. These may not be available even if the ration- 
ing boards approve the applications. 

"I do not want to appear as an alarmist, however if all motor 
vehicle operators will use care and caution the millions of tires 
now in use in Pennsylvania will last much longer than at present 
anticipated." 






Lie Detector Is 
Tested At P. T. A.

J. S. Dougherty Dies 
After Long Illness 

Funeral of Weil-Known 
Resident Held On 
Thursday 

Joseph S. Dougherty, long-time 
resident in this section, died at his 
home, 418 Anthwyn Lane, at 6 
o'clock last Monday morning after 
an illness of more than 5 years. 

Mr. Dougherty was treasurer and 
plant manager of William F. Dough- 
erty & Sons Co., 1009 Arch Street, 
Philadelphia, manufacturers o f 
kitchen equipment, the business 
having been started by his grand- 
father nearly 100 years ago. 

In addition to his wife, the true- 
blue Lancaster girl he married about 
30 years ago, Mr. Dougherty is sur- 
vived by two sons and two daugh- 
ters, and also by three grandchil- 
dren. 

He was a member of St. Mar- 
garet's Holy Name Society and in 
1928 he helped form the Narberth 
Catholic Information League, serv- 
ing as its president for the entire 
period of its existence. 

He was also a member of the Men 
of Malvern and of the Knights of 
Columbus. 

His funeral occurred Thursday, 
with a Solemn Requiem Mass at St. 
Margaret's, and interment was made 
at St. Denis Cemetery in South 
Ardmore.

It was a rare combination of 
things that made up the great per- 
sonality which was Joe Dougherty, 
for he was the master craftsman 
in the highly skilled trade which he 
directed and his workers knew that 
they were never assigned a task, 
however difficult, which their em- 
ployer could not do himself as Well 
as it could be done, the element of 
prodigious stamina playing no small 
part in the noteworthy record of 
his numerous mechanical achieve- 
ments. 

In striking contrast with that 
prowess of his prime was the gentle 
nature of the man, the devotion he 
stirred in those about him, and the 
undeviating kindliness and self -sac- 
rifice which characterized his entire 
career. 

It was in the nature of things that 
those whose problems . were beyond 
their own solution foujnd their way 
to Joe Dougherty, if ' weH-beateir 
path, all to be befriended by the 
aid which he was quick to provide 
and which was administered with- 
out too close a scrutiny as to how 
the dilemma or distress might have 
been avoided in the first instance, 
thus conserving that true essence 
of charity which is its most exalted 
merit. 

The measure of the man was also 
attested by his fierce fight with the 
ailments which laid him low. five 
tormenting years, pain and suffer- 
ing which the physicians attending 
him described as far exceeding any- 
thing in their experience, but what 
Joe Dougherty never lost, in all his 
physical misery, was his-concern for 
others nor did he ever forfeit his 
ability to discern aptly the humor of 
a situation, however severe the 
agonies which racked him. 

All this, of course, reflected that 
spiritual strength to which he held 
fast all thro' his life and until 
death came and which was the bed- 
rock of the exemplary record he 
leaves behind him. a precious 
memory which must bring solace to 
the wife and children who loved 
him dearly and also to those who 
were fortunate enough to be in the 
environment which he so richly 
adorned.

To Aid Defense; 
Fix $100 Penalty 

Air Raid Wardens 
Given Power of 
Enforcement 

An ordinance providing the local, 
legal structure for development and 
enforcement of a defense program 
was passed by the Narberth council- 
men meeting in Elm Hall, Monday 
night. 

Roland Fleer, president of the 
Council, presided. 

Authorization of periods of black- 
out and defense, and provision for 
rules and regulations governing 
these periods, are contained in the 
ordinance. 

- The authority for enforcing' the 
ordinance is given to tHe new burg- 
ess, Richard L. Miller, who recently 
returned home after being operated 
on for appendicitis at the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital. 

The ordinance further provides 
that: 

'Warnings of the beginning and 
termination of such periods shall 
be given through the Borough by a 
system of audible signals which 
shall be publicized by the Burgess." 

As in other nearby municipalities 
where similar ordinances, enabling 
t.' the State Defense Act, have been 
passed it gives power of enforcing 
the regulations to policemen and 
firemen and all members of the 
auxiliary police and fire forces and 
air laid wardens. 

Penalty for violating any of the 
tegulations is a fine of not more 
than $100, recoverable wuh costs, 
together with judgment or im- 
prisonment not exceeding 'JO days il 
the fine and costs shall not be paid 
within ten days.

Reversing a former budget action, 
Narberth Borough Council on Mon- 
day night unanimously voted to al- 
low the Board of Health the $700 it 
asked to help finance a community 
nursing service. 

After listening to members of 
Narberth's health board and rep- 
resentatives of the Community 
Health and Civic Association, who 
supply the service, the councilmen 
explained that their former action 
was based on misapprehension and 
inadequate information. 

It seems ^hat the councilmen, 
when they alloted $100 for nursing 
service in their 1942 budget several 
weeks ago, were assuming that the 
public health nurse made less than 
100 home visits a year whereas the 
Community Health and Civic As- 
sociation records show that 2192 
visits were made in the past year. 
Approximately one dollar is figured 
as the cost of a visit. 

Although the 1942 budget has 
been posted and is not subject to 
change the resolution passed by 
councilmen will permit the Board 
ol Health to send in a requisition, 
payable monthly, quarterly or semi- 
annually, lor the $700 the nursing 
service will cost. 

Present for the meeting were 
two members of the Board of 
Health, Mrs. R. C. Hoffman and 
Mrs. Roy C. Williams; Miss Ada 
M. Beerstecher, executive secretary 
oi the Community Health and 
Civic Association; Miss Edith Un- 
ruh, the Association's public health 
nurse in Narberth; Mrs. Arley 
Farmer, president of the Narberth 
Health Center; Mrs. C. E. Starr, 
president of Narberth Relief; and 
Mrs. H. C. Fenno, Regent of the 
Dr. Benjamin Rush Chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. 

Motion that the resolution |be 
passed was made by Councilman 
Walter A. Fox and seconded by 
William P. Davies. Roland Fleer, 
presideat„Qf , .the, Cp^cil,. presided, „ 
' The Association's executive sec- 
retary told Council that the cost of 
the nursing service provided for 
Narberth was $2541.98 with $1050 
of this going for the nurse's salary. 

Most of this nursing service cost, 
she said, was made up by $542.50 
in fees collected from people who 
could p:iy for nursing service; ap- 
pioximatcly $700 contributed by the 
Borough; approximately $405 from 
the School Board; and approxi- 
mately $90 from the Health Cen- 
ter. The balance. Miss Beerstecher 
explained, was made up from Nar- 
berth's share, received by the As- 
sociation, from United Charities. 
She said that the cost of the aver- 
age visit was $1.05 and the charge 
made to a person was $1.25 a nurs- 
ing visit. Tlie Association, she said, 
maintained a staff of 11 nurses and 
one-eleveiuh of tile cost of main- 
taining this st.tfT was charged to 
Narberth. From three municipali- 
ties served by the Association $6500 
comes from Lower Merion; $4500

Results of Pulmonary 
Examinations Among 
300 L. M. Students 

Examination of 300 students in 
Lower Merion High School for in- 
dications of tuberculosis has re- 
vealed that 255 of them are free 
from any abnormality of heart and 
lungs. 

Only one case was found that 
had an active tuberculous lesion 
requiring treatment. Another case 
is under supervision and one unjei 
observation. Twenty-four students 
were found to have calcified pri- 
mary tuberculosis lesions without 
any clinical significance. Nontuber- 
culous basal lesions of the type as- 
sociated with frequent chest colds 
were found in 12 while the abnor- 
mal appearance of cardiac contour 
was reported in three.

Order Purchase of Sand 
To Fight Incendiary 
Bombs 

The Lower Merion School Board 
on Monday night ordered the pur- 
chase of sand and directed that it 
be placed at strategic spots in 
school buildings for u-se in fighting 
incendiary bombs. 

Estimates on the cast of the sand 
have been received and the pur- 
chase will be made in a few days. 

In addition to the sand the 
equipment bring purchased will in- 
clude sand containers, pails and 
shovels. A number of the sand con- 
tainers would be placed on the 
roofs of the school buildings. 

Other defence measures, that 
have been taken by Lower Merion 
school authorities, were reportea on 
Monday night. 

These include: 

The assignment of a definite 
place of safety for each child, air 
raid drills, ordering of additional 
first aid supplies, location of first 
aid supplies at strategic places, in- 
stituting a re-fresher course for 1 all 
who hold first aid certificates, 
plans to give first aid instructions 
to a selected group of teachers and 
1 pupils, issuance of instructions to 
busmen as to procedure if they are 
transporting pupils when an air 
raid occurs, inspection and re- 
placement, where needed, of fire 
fighting equipment.
